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ETV Survives 
Attempt To Kill

MOVE [S CRUSHED

Legislation to establish a 


statewide educational televi- 
sion (ETV) network survived 
a motion to kill Monday and 
was advanced from its first 
floor test on a 21-15 vote. 


The bill,' LBGGG, provides 


for a 6-station network finan- 
ced by property tax revenue 
in an amount as appropriat- 
ed by the Legislature. 


An effort by Sen. T e r r y 


Carpenter of Scottsbluff to tie 
financing to revenue derived 
from a general sales and-or 
income tax was crushed on 
a 13-19 vote. 


Tight Vote 


Sen. Richard Lysinger of 


Central City attempted to hold 
the bill on general file for 
further consideration June 3, 
but was turned down on a 
tight 17-18 vote. Then the 
measure was advanced. 


The kill motion, offered by 


Sen. Kenneth Bowen of Red 
Cloud, failed on a 15-26 count. 


A companion bill, LBGG7, 


was held for an attorney gen- 
eral's examination after Sen. 
George Syas of Omaha sug- 
gested that portions of t h e 
proposal may" meet constitu- 
tional objections. 


The Unicameral, upon a mo- 


tion by Carpenter, first amend- 
ed tlie bill to expand the pro- 
posed 9-membcr state ETV 
commission to 11 members by 
adding the superintendents of 
Omaha and Lincoln schools. 


Both bills were introduced 


by Sens. Richard Marvel of 
Hastings, Fern llubbard Ormc 
of Lincoln and George Gerdes 
of Alliance. 


New Stations 


The proposed network would 


increase 
the 
facilities 
of 


KUON-TV Channel 12 in Lin- 
coln to full power, and con- 
struct new stations at Lexing- 
ton, North Plattc. Alliance, 
Albion and Bassett. 
Total cost of construction 


and operation over a 3-year 
period would amount to $2.8 
million in state funds with 
$500.000 in federal assistance. 
Thereafter, the network could 
be operated annually for an 
estimated $430,000. 


Pointing to the fact that the 


Federal Communications Com- 
mission has allocated for ETV 
in Nebraska "the largest sin- 
gle bloc of VHF channels ev- 
er awarded," Marvel argued: 


"These channels may be in 


jeopardy if action is not tak- 
en. They may be lost fore- 
cvcr. Once an ETV Channel 
is lost, it will never be re- 
covered." 
The network, he said, will 


provide student learning, in- 
service teacher training and 
adult education. 


The plan proposed including 


interconnection by telephone 
companies, is "the most eco- 
nomical and efficient method 
of providing a statewide ETV 
network," Marvel said. 


Master Teaching

A bill to establish a policy 


of state aid to education Mon- 
day was killed by the Legis- 
lature on a 28-8 count. 


The proposal, LB678, was 


sponsored by Sens. Jerome 
Warner of Waverly and Clif- 
ton Foster of Bradshaw. 


Prior to its death, the bill 


was successfully amended by 
Sen. T e r r y Carpenter of 
Scottsbluff to provide that it 
would not become operative 
until the state enacted a gen- 
eral sales and-or income tax. 


LB678 proposed a formula 


of assistance tied basically to 
per-pupil valuation and costs 
within Nebraska school dis- 
tricts. The measure contained 
no financing. 


However, if the formula 


were applied, it would pro- 
vide some $26 million to $28 
million in state assistance, 
Warner estimated.

A team of 3 doctors was In 


constant attendance on the 81- 
year-old pontiff whose internal 
hemorrhages h a v e greatly 
weakened him. They were re- 
ported giving blood transfu- 
sions and other treatment but 
fears increased for the Pope's 
life.

told a man who visited him re- 
cently that: "I know very well 
what is the matter with me 
and I also know that I have 
only 3-or 4 weeks of life."

Senate Approves 
Mental Health Bill

Washington (UPI) — The 


Senate Monday night passed 
President Kennedy's $847 mil- 
lion mental health bill after 
defeating a civil rights rider 
offered by Sen. Jacob Javits, 
R-N.Y. 


The vote was 72 to 1. Sen. 


Carl T. Curtis, R-Ncb., cast 
the only opposing vote. 


The bill, termed by Presi- 


dent Kennedy as a "bold new 
approach" for treating men- 
tally ill and retarded groups 
throughout the nation, w a s 
backed 
by mental 
health 


groups throughout the nation, 
as well as by the American 
Medical Association. 


It goes now to the House 


where supporters have pre- 
dicted it will pass. 


The measure calls for the 


federal government to initiate 
and help finance a system of 
community mental hospitals 
which would gradually re- 
place traditional state hospi- 
tals and allow patients to be 
treated in their home environ- 
ment near friends and rela- 
tives.

will gradually integrate men- 
tal health treatment w i t h 
medical care In every com- 
munity. 


The bill also provides for 


new federal grants for re- 
search and facilities for treat- 
ing mentally retarded and 
handicapped children.

Katmandu, Nepal (UPI) — 


Two Americans, flown Mon- 
day lo a Katmandu hospital 
for emergency treatment of 
frostbitten toes, said they sur- 
vived the conquest of Mt. Ev- 
erest because other expedition 
members risked their lives 
and carried them down piggy- 
back. 


The remainder of the U.S. 


mountaineer team radioed that 
the Everest expedition had 
come to an end with 5 Amer- 
icans scaling the 29,028-f o o t 
peak and that it was begin- 
ning the long overland trek 
back lo Katmandu.

With the wheat program for the 1964 


crop now defeated, one might think that 
Secretary of Agriculture Orvillc Freeman 
would be busy looking at the alternatives. 
And he probably is but the 19C4 wheat crop 
is not all that is receiving his attention 
these days. He is busy in pursuit of ideas 
that range far beyond the 19C4 crop or any 
particular crop in any year. He is looking 
at agriculture as it needs to be looked at 
by the.nation as a whole. 


Mr. Freeman is now touring rural de- 


velopment projects in eight southern Indi- 


ana counties, carried 
out under the Rural 
Areas 
Development 


p r o g r a m s 
with 


which Nebraska is 


familiar. A number of areas of Nebraska 
are in different stages of activity under 
this same approach of analysis and action. 
The purpose of RAD programs is to seek 
accommodation between the human and 
economics elements of the agricultural 
scene. In doing this, it is proposed to main- 
tain the individual and his area as a pro- 
ductive part of our society rather than mak- 
ing him and his area a drain upon the rest 
of society. 


This is a concept that often Is misun- 


derstood, due sometimes simply to the fail- 
ure of people to think clearly and some- 
times to abuse from certain quarters. It 
can be abused by those whom society seeks 
to help or by others who seek tn gain sonic 
advantage themselves out of the pcrsomil 
Plight of the situation. In other words, there 
arc those who might seek to cnpitalizc upon 
the decline in agriculture to further their 
own ends. 


And there is a potential capitalization 


that is well worth going after when you 
consider the fact that agricultural assets 
today stand at $207 billion. The 7 million 
agricultural workers exceed the combined 
employment in transportation, public utili- 
ties and the steel automobile industries. It 
may be a business with problems but it is 
one involving a vast fortune. 


At the same time, the rural population 


has declined nearly 1 per cent in the past 
decade while urban population has gained 
by 29.3 percent. The number of farms has 
been cut in half from the peak year of 
1935 with the average farm size growing 
larger. This means that a great part of the 
United States is undergoing a major change. 
The recent wheat vote would tend to indi- 
cate that the change is going to be acceler- 
ated because controls in agriculture appear 
to be doomed. If they are, the nature of 
farming as it is today is also doomed as 
a matter of necessity. Something in agri- 
culture just has to give because it is an 
industry capable of producing much more 


than the market can absorb. Tills produc- 
tion capacity must be reduced in one way 
or another and it will not be done at the 
expense of the federal government. 


If production Is not brought In line ci- 


ther through or at the expense of the gov- 
ernment, it will have to come us a result 
of changes on the farm. This will mean 
private control through managed planting 
which would come about through a further 
consolidation of farms and fewer families 
In the rural areas. This Is the answer of 
the Committee for Economic Development 
—an answer that created quite a furor 
lust summer. It seems like a most distaste- 
ful answer to us hut it looms today us a 
very good possibility. Even If some other 
plan is worked out, it will not do nway 
completely with the evolutionary processes 
that now mark the farm scene. 


* 
There is hardly any farm 
program 


which will completely stem the tide ot 
farm consolidation that has taken place 
in American in recent years. And this 
is a tide that carries with it the hopes 
and dreams of many people not living on 
the farm. It means a great deal to such 
states as Nebraska, Kansas, South Dakota, 
Minnesota, Iowa, Missouri and other re- 
gions that have a substantial agricultural 
base. 


Some of the coal-mining areas of the 


cast have undergone an agonizing reap- 
praisal of their economy because of indus- 
trial changes that have Idled workers and 
left business without customers. The same 
thing happens In rural areas where farmers 
finally give up and leave the land. 


The loss of one farm unit means just 


that much less of a market for the local 


stores, the local bank- 
er and others. T h e 
average small rural 
town can take o n l y 
so many such losses 


before its merchants begin folding up just 
like the farmers. The process is one that 
erodes the economic and social structure of 
an area and makes great changes in other 
areas. Farmers and small businessmen 
who find themselves cut out of the stream 
tilings must go on living. They migrate 
to other areas, large cities and sometimes 
different states. This, then, adds to the 
problems of the metropolitan areas. 


What RAD attempts to do is to find 


a way of picking up in the rural area it- 
self through industrialization, tourism devel- 
opment, etc., the economic loss on the farm. 
This stabilizes the population and main- 
tains the individual as an economic asset 
to the nation rather than a liability. If 
RAD can be made to work, it would be a 
major agricultural breakthrough for the na- 
tion.

The Price Of Incapacity 


To be decided this \\cck by the Legis- 


lature is a bill that would raise the bene- 
fits under unemployment compensation in- 
surance. Senators, of course, arc naturally 
cautious when it comes to setting the scale 
of benefits for a worker who is not actually 
working but it is hoped that the dollars- 
and-ccnts attitude alone (iocs not prevail. 


Proponents of the bill had hoped to 


have the maximum weekly benefit raised 
from $37 to $42 and the minimum from $20 
to S30. This is not for those who could work 
but arc just unemployed. The unemploy- 
ment benefits have already been increased 
by a bill approved by the Legislature. The 
measure now on the floor has to do with 
compensation — insurance against injury 
on the Job and the disabling of workers. 


The benefit under such compensation 


is two-fold, the employer and the employe, 


and the major consideration is the value 
of the skills held by the worker. Actually, it 
is practically impossible to place a value 
on a skill when it constitutes the only 
means of a man's livelihood. But certainly, 
the benefits as proposed under the pend- 
ing compensation bill arc not extravagant. 


Of particular merit in the bill is the 


greater increase proposed in the minimum. 
The Legislature may not want to go the 
entire $10 raise but the minimum should 
certainly be no less than $25 a week. Ne- 
braska is not a high wage rate slate so 
that a substantial number of workers would 
qualify for the minimum benefits. We can 
conrcive of no skill, even if it falls to little 
more than a good work habit, that is not 
worth more than $25 a week and it is hard 
to see how anyone can live on any less 
than that.

It is striking to note his figure of 2.'5 


million, representing distressed adults who 
have never progressed beyond the eighth 
grade. They arc for the most part willing 
people who, a generation or so ago. when 
a capacity for toil was the broad require- 
ment for a useful life of full occupation, 
could have remained self-reliant. Today 
they are social liabilities. 


Were this only a matter of education 


the problem could be resolved by focused 
steps. But in this age of increasing sophis- 
tication the social contract is changing in 
more ways than in education and the indi- 
vidual is being diminished. As a war maker 


he is no match for modern weaponry. As 
a toiler he cannot compete with the power 
machine. As an .inventor he must yield to 
science and the laboratory. His diminution 
must inevitably reflect upon his democrat- 
ic bargaining power and this is related to 
his assets and may decline proportionately 
to his liabilities. 


Under these circumstance it is urgent 


for the individual to develop his potential 
assets to the point where his usefulness 
is equal to or greater than it was in the 
earlier time. The only areas left for sub- 
tantial expansion are in the fields of intel- 
lect and character. More extensive formal 
education can assist the former but ulti- 
mately the whole problem is an operation 
bootstrap toward which no individual any 
more can take a detached view. There nev- 
er was a time when democracy was an 
unalloyed, unilateral gift. It is even less 
now.

Satellite Future 


There is murmuring in eastern Ne- 


braska, a desire for sunshine, an end to 
heavy skies and the inevitable showers, 
acid remarks about the "poor man's" 
week end. meaning that only people of 
leisure can relax in the bright mid week 
days while the doers of Uie world's work 
must spend their Saturdays and Sundays 
either ducking the rain or remaining in- 
doors to watch water streaming down the 
window pane. 
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This is carrying it too far. Flowers 


arc blooming on every hand. The fields 
are heavy with forming crops, backyards 
arc bits of Eden. The whole land is beau- 
tiful. No land can excel Nebraska in May 
and .lime, and precious few can eat better 
in fall and winter. This is the time for 
visitors, not just to view a bit of some- 
thing but to take in Die whole sweep of 
things, a richness that goes much farther 
than eye can sec or a day's travel can 
encompass. If the visitor never took a 
moment to catch his fish or meditate over 
the remains of the Old West lie would have 
his reward. In a month the wheat will turn 
to gold and the contrast will be more strik- 
ing. Nature will change the decorations 
again later on until winter puts the land 
to sleep. 


If anyone feels like murmuring against 


such economic and artistic wealth let him 
contemplate the nrid Southwest. Majestic 
as may be the mountains lot it be recalled 
that the plains resemble the Middle West 
after a dreadful drought, the kind that 
comes once in a generation. Let him be 
reminded that the wasted run-off of the 
past 60 days would be worth a half billion 
to those who never have any. 


Let him also meditate on the fact that 


more conservation offers the full reward 
of assets which arc costing too much to 
waste. If a bit of Eden is so good why not 


thave all of It? 


WASHINGTON—Gen. David 


Sarnoff, chairman of t h e 
RCA and one of the most ex- 
perienced 
communications 


experts in the USA, has 
thrown a blockbuster i n t o 
the communications satellite 
corporation. He has written 
a letter to Leo Welch, chair- 
man of the corporation, rais- 
ing grave doubts as to wheth- 
er the satellite is worth de- 
veloping under the present 
setup. 


Coming from a man who 


has spent 57 years in com- 
munications and who made 
radio and television a way 
of life in the U.S., the Sar- 
noff letter has had more ef- 
fect than a Senate filibuster. 


The Sarnoff letter so far 


is confidential. However, this 
column can reveal that he 
makes the following points: 


1. —Transistorized cables, 


now 
being 
developed 
by 


American Tel and Tel w i l l 
carry double the existing 
transocean traffic and w i l l 
handle all TV signals and 
other traffic for some time 
to come. 


2. —The present telephone 


and cable companies w i l l 
not use the satellite because 
they already have m o n e y 
invested in their own cable 
facilities; so they will n o t 
spend extra money to use 
the satellite. 


3. —The most practical so- 


lution to the satellite dilem- 
ma is to organize one large 
private company, u n d e r 
government 
regulation, to 


operate 
all the p r e sen t 


cables, all radio circuits, and 


all future satellite communi- 
cations. 


The Sarnoff letter comes 


at a time when other direct- 
ors of the satellite corpora- 
tion, a private company set 
up by the Kennedy adminis- 
tration, have had growing 
doubts about their o v e r- 
glamorized establishment. 


It also comes at a t i m e 


when thousands of letters 
have been received f r o m 
private investors wanting to 
know when they can invest 
in the new company. If the 
Sarnoff letter and the pri- 
vate view of several direct- 
ors are any criterion, it will 
be a long time before t h e 
corporation will merit a pub- 
lic stock issue. 


The Sarnoff letter 
w a s 


written in reply to an 
in- 


quiry by Satellite Chairman 
Welch, asking for Sarnoff's 
views. In his unpublished 
letter, Gen. Sarnoff quoted 
statements by Fred Kappcl, 
head of AT&T, also James 
E. Dingman, vice president 
of AT&T, that new transis- 
torized cables would provide 
720 telephone circuits alone, 
and that "one transistorized 
cable laid across the North 
Atlantic could connect areas 
possessing 90 per cent of the 
world's present telephones." 


"One 
new transistorized 


cable will have a capacity 
almost double that of all ex- 
isting transoceanic cables," 
Gen. Sarnoff wrote, "and 
Mr. Dingman has expressed 
the hope that it will permit 
a lower cost per channel 
than the present facilities."

WASHINGTON — On the 


day that Americans were re- 
joicing

nation 


over the exploit of Astro- 
naut Gordon Cooper a com- 
mittee of Congress heard 
somber

earth-bound m o r t a l s . And 
while the witness did not try 
to relate the great feat' of 
Cooper's 22 orbits to the 
problem he was discussing, 
the relationship it bears to 
the demands of the space 
age was plain enough. 


"Commissioner of Educa- 


tion 
Francis 
Kcppcl 
was 


talking about 
illiteracy in 


America and not just those 
who cannot read and write 
but. as he put it. "functional 
illiterates." 
Some 8.000,000 


Americans aged 25 and old- 
er have completed less than 
five years of schooling. More 
than'23,000,000 Americans 18 
years and older have had 
"less than 
eight years in 


school. 
These "functional 
illiter- 


ates" — their knowledge of 
simple arithmetic, reading 
and writing is so limited 
that they can do only com- 
mon labor or menial service 
—make up the bulk of hard- 
core unemployment and they 
overwhelm the relief rolls. 
As Kcppcl noted, this is only 
part of the cost that a great 
and rich nation pays for 
neglecting the education of 
so many of its citizens. 
a * o 


Pointing up the contrast to 


the splendid adventure of the 
astronauts, 
w i t h all the 


amazing technological a n d 
scientific capacity it c a l l s 
into play, was the modesty 
of what Commissioner Kep- 
pel was asking. He wanted 
the committee to approve 
$5,000.000 for the next fiscal 
year for grants to the states 
to carry out, under state ap- 
proval, programs in reading 
and writing for those w h o 
cannot read ofe write English 


or have less than an eight- 
grade education. 


Both the achievements and 


the failures of American life 
can be traced back to the 
strengths and the weaknesses 
of the educational base.

The Democratic 
administration of President 
Woodrow Wilson, suspecting 
that it would go to $5, also 
believed that wheat at over 
S3 per bushel was too high 
and pegged the price 
at 


$2.20. That price remained 
on wheat until shortly after 
the GOP administration of 
President Warren 
Harding 


came into office on March 
4, 1921. By harvest time that 
year, the $2.20 wheat had 
dropped to 84 cents. Tho 
economic 
collapse of ag- 


riculture 
and 
America's 


economy is a fact that farm- 
ers must not forget. A n d 
again in 1932 during another 
GOP administration, that of 
Mr. Hoover, the collapse of 
the farm economy dropped 
the price of wheat to 24 
cents a 
bushel in many 


areas of Nebraska. The col- 
lapse of America's economy 
again accompanied it.

Wagener of Lincoln said the 
proposal "does not give Lin- 
coln voters a right to express 
their wishes at the polls." 


LB633, sponsored by Lan- 


caster County's 3 senators, 
has cleared select file and is 
en route to final reading. 


Schacht said the bill "has 


been sold on a political basis 
w i t h little r e g a r d for the 
facts." It "completely Ignores 


the wishes of Lincoln votert 
and the obligations Consumers 
has to the holders of i t s 
bonds." he declared. 


"I have been in the power 


business for over 40 years, 
and In my best judgment 
LB633 will harm Lincoln, will 
cause more problems that it 
will.solve, and may result in 
second-rate service to outstate 
Nebraska towns served by 
Consumers. 


"The promoters of this bill 


know that the people of Lin- 
coln would prefer to see Con- 
sumers' organization operat- 
ing the city's electrical sys- 
tem as opposed to the City 
Light Department from now 
until 1972." 


Wagener directed a question 


at Sen. Fern Hubbard Orme, 
chief sponsor of the measure: 
"Can 
the people of Lincoln

There are certain parts of 


a garment where basting is 
a must. Use a contrasting 
color thread so you can sec 
it easily for removal, b u t 
remember that very dark 


thread might leave a mark 
on 
light colored 
fabrics. 


When working with material 
that mars easily such as 
velvet, silk thread is best. 


EVEN BASTING (Fig. A): 


The stitches'arc all even in 
length on both sides of the 
fabric. This type of basting 
is most frequently used, es- 
pecially for scams and de- 
tails that must be held se- 
curely for fitting. S i m p l y 
place the needle in and out 
of the fabric, making stitches 
equal in length and working 
from 
right to left. T h e 


stitches should always be off 
the stitching line (about 1-16 
inch), so that the machine 
stitching doesn't touch the 
basting. You then won't have 
trouble in pulling out the 
basting. 


UNEVEN BASTING (Fig. 


B): This consists of long 
stitches on top and short 
ones underneath. It is not 
used to hold two pieces of 
fabric together such as even 
basting. It is done on a sin-

Unadilla 
Monday proposed 


an amendment to the Kerr- 
Mills medical care bill which 
would Impose a greater finan- 
cial burden on patients be- 
fore-'government aid would 
be available. 


TDe bill, LB100, was held to 


allow consideration of the 
proposal. 


Brandt said his amendment 


would increase costs which 
must be borne by potential re- 
cipients 
to $100 in a n y 


6-month period for hospital 
care. 


The bill now provides for 


government aid for hospital 
care whose cost exceeds $50 
in a 6-month period, and for 
nursing care, physicians, den- 
tists, osteopaths, chiroprac- 
tors, podiatrists, optometrists, 
drugs or prosthetic appli- 
ances exceeding $25 in 6 
months. 


Brandt's amendment, he 


said, would "save a lot of 
money and a lot of claims." 
Recipients of the aid are "not 
indigcnts," he pointed out. 


Sen. George Syas of Oma- 


ha suggested that the propos- 
al would "make it practical- 


ly impossible to get any aid." 
It would, In effect, "nullify 
the act." he said. 


But Brandt replied: "If 


they can't dig up the $100, 
then Uicy ought to go to wel- 
fare. We can't provide cradle 
to grave protection." 


Sen. Sam Klavcr of Omaha 


said the amendment would 
damage the bill so that it 
would provide "next to noth- 
ing. If you take much more 
from it, you would be far 
better off without the bill al- 
together."

I Thresher Mystery 


May Be Near End 


Portsmouth, N.H. WV-.Pho- 


tographs of bits of debris on 
the ocean floor—"the b e s t 
clues" yet—heightened specu 
lation Monday that N a v y 
searchers may be* closing in 
on the mystery of what hap- 
pened. to the submarine 
Thresher last April 10. 


The photographs and a re- 


port on them were scrutin- 
ized by a Naval court on In- 
quiry Investigating the cause 
of the tragic sinking, In which 
129 persons-died. 


The photographs were tak- 


en last weekend some 220 
miles at sea and showed 
pieces of paper, small lengths 
of wiring and bits of metal 
and metallic objects. 


However, the Navy said the 


debris could not be verified 
as coming from the.Thresher. 


The court also was examin- 


ing 1,600 pages of testimony 
taken during the inquiry. The 
court will offer opinions and 
recommendations in connec- 
tion with the loss of the nu- 
clear attack submarine. 


While the Navy indicated 


the pictures, made by t h e 
Woods Hole Occanographic 
Institution ship. Atlantis II 
"furnish what it believed to 
be the best clues to the 
Thresher disappearance," ii 
was also pointed out thai 
deep variable currents In the 
area made it difficult to tow 
cameras and sensors over 
any one spot. 


The Atlantis lowered 
Its 


cameras to an estimated 15 
feet from the bottom of the 
black ocean depths—1.5 miles 
below the ocean's surface. 
Capt. Frank A. Andrews, In 
charge of the search, said the 
debris pictured was consistent 
with what might have come 
"from a sub torn apart by 
extreme pressure." 


While the prime area of in- 
terest in the search has been 
designated as an area 300 
yards 
square, 
the photos 


were made over an area 200 
yards wide and 700 yards 
long in an effort to locate the 
wreckage of the $45 million- 
dollar craft with 129 bodies 
presumably still within it. 


Southern Theater Owners 
Talk With Attorney General

Robert F. Kennedy met for 90 
minutes Monday with south- 
ern theater owners as the ad- 
ministration renewed its ef- 
forts to encourage voluntary 
desegration of public places.

Kennedy told the 37 theater 


owners they should anticipate 
desegregation problems and 
try to solve them on a town- 
by-town basis. 


The session followed a brief 


m e e t i n g between Kennedy 
and James H. Meredith, first 
Negro knowingly admitted to 
the University of Mississippi. 
Aftenvards Meredith said he 
told Kennedy stronger civil 
rights legislation is needed. 


Edwin 0. Guthman, Ken- 


nedy's information aide, said 
Kennedy and the theater men, 


who own about 80 per cent of 
the movie houses in the South, 
had "an extremely useful ex- 
change of views." If any de- 
cisions were reached, they 
weren't announced. 


Kennedy, Guthman said, 


"expressed the v i e w that 
there would be a likelihood 
of further demonstrations and 
. . . that it was Important to 
anticipate the problems in 
their own community and his 
hopes t h a t these problems 
would be solved by the peo- 
ple in the local communities." 


Guthman said the owners, 


including James H. Stembler, 
president of the Theater Own- 
ers of America, "expressed 
appreciation that there would 
be a cooperative attitude on 
the part of government" to- 
ward attempts by the owners 
to solve their own problems.

No Stranger To NU 


John Waldorf, who recently was named supervisor of 


officials for the Big 8, should be no stranger to Nebraska 
sports fans. 


Waldorf has officiated football games In 8 major con- 


ferences with the. Big 8 topping the list with 101 confer- 
ence contests and 97 on the non-conference schedules. Of 
these 198 games, Nebraska has been Involved In the most 
games. 


Waldorf has worked 62 Nebraska football games dur- 


ing his officiating days, followed by Kansas with 52, Ok- 
lahoma 47, Kansas State 45. Iowa State and Oklahoma 
State 34 each and Colorado 27. 


He is a graduate of Missouri and thus has never of- 


ficiated a game involving the Tigers. 


When one Big 8 writer noticed that Waldorf had of- 


ficiated more Nebraska games than any other conference 
school, Wayne Duke, who .will succeed Reaves Peters as 
Big 8 commissioner July 1, was asked, "Does this mean 
Waldorf is a Nebraska homer?" 


Waldorf feels he owes a debt to intercollegiate athlet- 


ics for the lessons in life he has learned and explains 
this is one reason why he took up officiating. 


"I'm one of many collegiate officials who owe a great 


debt to the lasting lessons gained from intercollegiate 
athleUc participation," he says. "And through officiating, 
we hope to return, in small measure, this obligation to 
the greatest experience in our lifetime." 


Waldorf served many functions as commissioner of 


the Missouri Intercollegiate Athletic Association — among 
tham handling the loop's legislative, eligibility, publicity 
and scheduling problems. In addition to these duties, he 
has just completed writing an athletic history of the con- 
ference from 1924 through 1963.

at Nebraska Wcsleyan, winning two football titles and ty- 
ing for another. 


If John had not gone into athletics he would have been 


a black sheep in the Waldorf family with his father and 3 
brothers all involved in sports activity. 


His late father was a Methodist bishop and was a 


pitcher on the Syracuse baseball team during his college 
days. All 3 brothers have, at one time or another, served 
as head college football coaches after getting their starts 
in the liig 8 area. 


Lynn (Pappy) Waldorf, now personnel director of the 


San Fraarisco 49crs, has served as head football coach 
at Oklahoma City, Kansas State, Oklahoma State, North- 
western and California. 


Brother Paul, now in charge of the Spanish depart- 


ment, at Mankato, Minn., State College, was head football 
coach at Wcntworth Military Academy, McKendree, 111., 
and Fort Hays, Kan., State.

Sen. Don McGinley of Ogal- 


lala said Monday ho will be- 
gin drafting a resolution call- 
ing for-a Legislative Council 
interim study of the state's 
highway system to be con- 
ducted jointly with the State 
Highway 
Department 
and 


Highway Advisory Commis- 
sion. 


•He urged the commission 


and department also to be- 
gin work on such a resolu- 
tion with the hope that all 
can agree upon a Joint plan 
for study within the next two 
weeks which could be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature for 
approval. 
-It was suggested the study 


should first determine how 
large a state highway system 
Nebraska can afford to build 
and maintain, then evaluate 
the present system along with 
requests for additions and im- 
provements — with the ulti- 


mate objective of solving the 
problem of what roads should 
be added, improved or de- 
leted. 


The agreement to work on 


the resolution was reached 
following a 90-mlnute meet- 
ing between Sens. McGinley, 
Ross Rasmussen of Hooper, 
William Brandt of Unadilla, 
and Cecil C r a f t of North 
Platte. and members of the 
commission and Highway De- 
partment. 


Commission Chairman J. R. 


McBride of Mlnden had in- 
vited McGinley and and oth- 
er Interested senators to meet 
with the commission following 
McGlnley's criticism of the 
highway advisory group for 
its failure to make significant 
additions to the highway sys- 
tem since 1955. 


The Ogallala senator's crit- 


icism was voiced at a public 
hearing on two bills he had 
introduced seeking to add seg- 
ments of Nebraska Highways 


27 and 92 to- the state sys 
tern. 


(Both measures were sub 


sequently killed by the Pub- 
lic Works Committee, bu 
McGinley has announced his 
intention to try to revive them 
on the floor for further con 
slderation.) 


It has been commission po- 


licy not to make any major 
additions to the system estab- 
lished In 1955 until all of Its 
highways have been payed 
Current estimates place the 
date for this goal In 1969. 


McBride told the senators

Washington (ffi — High-rank- 


ing State Department authori- 
ties said Monday that a cnsls 
which the West has been wait- 
ing for is building up within 
the Communist Bloc. 


They said the crisis' is over 


how the Communists will push 
ahead toward their long-held 
goal 
of world 
domination. 


And they said the free world, 
if it docs not let up, Is in a 
position to clinch the struggle 
against Red expansion. 


They added, however, that 


the United States is fettered 
in its international leadership 
by racial discrimination at 
home which harms its stand- 
ing abroad. 


These views were gl\cn to 


a foreign policy conference 
for non-got ernmcntal agencies 
held at the State Department. 
The speakers talked u n d e r 
rules forbidding public use of 
(heir names. 


The assessment of the pres- 


|cnt situation in the Commu- 
nist world was set in the con- 
text of Soviet Premier Khru 
shchcv's problems and t h c 
forthcoming Red Chinese-So- 
viet meeting over the rift be- 
tween the two. 


The Soviets have espoused 


"peaceful co-existence" as the 


, preferred technique for ad- 
vancing Communist aims. Red 
China pushes a harder line 
calling for war if need be. 


Khrushchev was described 


as personally still firmly in 
control at the Kremlin, but 
faced with a mounting array 
of p r o b l e m s which have 
slowed down the Communist 
w o r l d revolutionary drive. 
Problems listed included the 
Red Chinese rift, eastern Eu- 
ropean 
restiveness toward 


Moscow domination, S o v i e t 
foreign policy and aid fail- 
ures around the world and 
loss of influence in Commu- 
nist parties abroad. 


The State Department au- 


thorities concluded that un ef- 
fect of Khrushchev's difficul- 
ties may be to harden the 
Kremlin posture towards the 
West. They sold the West Is 
probably in for some fairly 
s o m b e r cold war months 
ahead. 


At the same time, they said, 


it will be tough for the United 
States to keep in touch with 
Uie Soviets to find some points 
of mutual interest on w h i c h 
agreement might be possible. 


They said cooperation on 


space matters, establishment 
of a "hot line" communica- 
tions link between Washing- 
ton and Moscow and a nuclear 
test-ban agreement arc among 
the possibilities.

force India to break Its links 
with the Soviets as a condi- 
tion of U.S. aid. They said 
this would be stupid because 


It would ease Khrushchev out 
of a dilemma In which he Is 
currently placed by S o v i e t 
old to India, an opponent of 
R u s s i a ' s ally, Communist 
China. 


On otiicr points State De- 


partment authorities Raid: 


1. The United States intends 


to push for the suspension of 
Russia's vote in the U . N . 
General Assembly next year 
if the Soviets have not paid 
up t h e i r dues and assess- 
ments. 


2. The European countries 


have not achieved unity yet 
nor are they agreed on lead- 
ership. Therefore it is n o t 
easy for the United States to 
deal with Europe as a whole. 


3. The recent compromise 


over procedures in next year's 
trade negotiations leaves the 
answers on tariff cuts still to 
be found next year. But this 
is better than not going ahead 
with a search for the answers.
